Mrs. Lester, or Miss Edna Bowers, 
as she was known at the boarding 
house at 210 Spring street, was shot 
at the Spring street address shortly 
after 9 o'clock Sunday night after she 
spurned all efforts at reconciliation 
offered by Lester, according to friends 
of the young woman. As she feil to 
the floor, mortally wounded, ‘ster 
pressed a 32-caliber revolver against 
his head and sent a_ steel bullet 
crashing through his brain. 

According to information given po- 
lice the young woman had divorced 
Lester while he was serving a term 
in the chain gang on a liquor charge 
and that upon being released recently 
he had visited her often in an effort 
to affect reconciliation, which she had 
persistently rebuffed. 

Brooding over this is believed to 
have. prompted him to visit her Sun- 
day night at her boarding house, bent 
upon getting her consent to remarriage 
or to kill her. The dead woman was 
25 years of age, while Lester: was 
30, and came here some time ago from 
Athens, it is said.

The’ body cf Lester was’ taken to 
Athens, his former home, Monday 
night by Awtry & Lowndes, whore 
funeral services will be held today. 

The body of Mrs. Bowers was taken 
to the chapel of Barclay & Brandcn, 
but funeral arrangements had not been 
completed Monday night. 

The shooting occurred in the pres- 
ence of Mr. and Mrs, J. A. York.

As the young wife crumpled to the

I do not offer any reason in the 
farmer's interest to abolish the New 
York or any other exchange, but I 
do demand, as a sole needed measure 
of restoring the solvency of the cot- 
ton farmer, the repeal of the Smith-

earried in the government’s official 
communique Monday. It said: 


“A riot at Nine Elms in South Lon- 
don resulted in a special constable 
being stabbed in the back, another 
special constable being hit over the 
head with a hammer and seriously in- 
jured. At Camdentown 40 persons 
were injured and taken to a hospital 
and there were two arrests. Seven ar- 
rests were made following riots in 
Chicklewood.”’ 


Three were killed Monday in three 
railway accidents which resulted indi- 
rectly from the strike. Three trains 
operated by volunteer engineers crash- 
ed at various poiats. 

The first accident was in a tunnel 
near St. Margaret’s station, between 
Newcastle and Berwick. A man and 
a woman were killed and eight were 
injured, while many suffered from gas 
fumes. The second accident. occurred 
whea a freight train from Cambridge 
collided with a passenger train at 
Bishops Stratford Station. One man 
was killed. The third accident was 
on the lLondon-Edinburg road. A 
train was derailed at Cramlington, 
near Newcastle, and one passenger 
was hurt. 


Reports ef Riots. 


There were reports of isolated riots 
from Berwick, where crowds attacked 
a food lorry, of a mob attack in the 
dock districts which was finally 
broken up by special police and of pa- 
rades of the jobless in Gloucester and 
Croydon. Mest sections of London re- 
mained quiet. 

With authorities estimating that the

Enough to sustain three men for three 
weeks, There is pemmican, dried 
strips of venison or other meat mixed 
with fruit or fat and compressed into 
small cans and a supply of army 
emergency ration. The latter looks 
and tastes somewhat like chocolate. 
It is made of chocolate, eggs, meat 
and vegetables and will sustain but is 
not used for the purpose if other food 
is available. In addition there is a 
supply of hard bread.

KINGS BAY SEEN 
AS AIR JUNCTION. 

Kings Bay, Switzerland, May 10.— 
()—This frozen little settlement on 
the top of the world from which Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd flew over the 
north pole and back in. a one-day jaunt 
is one of the farthest outposts of civ- 
ilisation and yet optimists are dream- 
ing of its becoming’an important junc- 
tion in the air travel of the future. 

It is looked upon by some persons 
here as the logical junction for air 
routes which may some day connect 
America, Europe and Asia with a net- 
work of transport linés running over 
the pole. : 

For tthe greater part of the year 
boats cannot. reach Kings Bay with- 
out blasting a channel ahead of them 
with dynamite. During this period, 
however, some 250 persons live in 
Kings Bay as employees of the Nor- 
wegian Coal company. In summer 
there are about 400 residents, There 
is one general store, but trade is so 
slack that it is kept open only two 
hours a day. 

From the third week in April until 
the third week in September the sun 
never sets and during this summer pe- 
riod vegetation reacts quickly. Al- 
though there is not a tree in all 
Spitzbergen and in most places the 
land is a flaky substance in which 
nothing can grow, there is good soil 
in Kings Bay and in summer it is 
covered with a pink saxifrage which 
blossoms eretuasty, 

Even in summer, however, it is very 
cold and fur-lined leather clothing is 
gad to keep out the penetrating 
chill. 


HOUSE ASKED 
TO CONGRATULATE BYRD. 

Washington, May 10.—()—The 
capital was quick to react today to 
the news of Lieutenant Commander 
Byrd's flight over the north pole. 

Immediately on convening the house 
was asked to have Speaker Long- 
worth convey by radio to the flier its 
eppreciation of his feat.

BUMSTEAD COMPASS. 

Washington, May 10.—(/)— 
Bumstead compass, which Comngin- 
der Byrd used to establish his si- 
tion over the north pole, was pre- 
sented to him by the National Geo- 
graphie society here, 

Albert H. Bumstead, the inventor, 
is chief map maker for the society, 
and he constructed the compass. The 
idea originated before the sailing last 
year of the MacMillan arctic expedi- 
tion of which Commander Byrd was 
a member. 

It was explained today by the so- 
ciety that the compass depends upon 
the fact that the sun moves regularly 
around the sky. in 24 hours and, by 
having the clock with a 24-hour dial, 
the pointer can be kept following the 
sun while the instrument remains in 
one position. 

Mr Bumstead is the son of the late 
Horace Bumstead, of Boston, Mass., 
for some years president of Atlanta 
(Georgia) university. 

It is possible to use the Bumstead 
sun compass at all times when the 
sun’s position in the sky is discern- 
able even though it is too cloudy or 
havy to cast a shadow.
